- MANAGERS HOLD CHARGE FALSE. 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—Fear 
that the famous Stratton Independence gold 
mine at Cripple Creek is worked out has so 
alarmed British holders of shares in the 
Venture company, which owns the proper- 
ty, that they have sent an expert to inspect 
the property and learn whether or not it 
valueless. 

The company, which is capitalized at $15,- 
000,000, purchased the mine from Winfield 
Scott Stratton, the former owner. for an 
enormous price, on the report of an expert, 
who, it is said, did not enter the property, 
but who said it should be able to pay divi- 
dends of $480,000 a quarter. John Hays 
Hammond, of Transvaal fame, is the man 
who this time will conduct the tests and as- 
certain if it is worth while to continue the 
work. | 

Strange stories are afloat to the effect 
that the good ore has been exhausted, it 
even being charged that the recent trouble 
with the miners, over an order that they be 
searched when leaving work, was intended 
to precipitate a strike and tie up the prop- 
erty so its real condition could be concealed 
for some time. The shares in the company, 
worth $15 a short time ago, already has 
fallen to $6, and even a more serious tumble 
is probable. | 

Whatever responsibility lies in the floating 
of the stock it must be laid at the doors of the 
London promoters, for the floatation came to 
Colorado as a surprise. Of course, no one 
Was entitled to any information, as the mine 
was owned entirely by Stratton, who ten 


yeat® ago was a poor working carpenter | 


from Kansas, who was glad to secure wages 
at the rate of $2 a day. He sold the mine 
and returned to Colorado to spend the pro- 
ceeds in buying real estate, which he has 


done to the amount of almost $1,500,000. 


British Expert’s Report Strong. 
Arthur Rickard, the British expert, deemed 
a reliable man, reported there was enough 
ore in sight to continue paying dividends of 
$480,000 a quarter for an indefinite period and 
that the reserves would grow richer rather 


than depreciate in value as a greater depth.

EXCITEMENT IN THE PIT. 


Price Goes Up 4 Cents; a Rise of 


10 or 20 May Follow Before 
Settlement at End 
of Month. \. 


CONTRACT STOCKS LOW. 


‘The fact that a corner in corn is upon them 
dawned on the shorts of the Board of Trade 


yesterday. The price was run up four cents 


amid great excitement, and it is predicted 
that a further rise of 10 or 20 cents will 
come before settlements are made at the 
end of the month. 

The final price largely depends on the at- 
titude of Geerge H. Phillips, a young, nervy, 
and successful operator who for himself and 
a few others interested with him has a line 
of 8,000,000 bushels of corn bought for No- 
vember delivery, three times as much con- 
tract corn as there is on hand in this mar- 
ket, possibly twice as much as will be here 
on Nov. 30. And the man who has sold a 
commodity on the Board of Trade and can- 
not deliver it has to settle on the purchaser's 

There was no evidence yesterday that Phil- 
Ups was anxious to force a high price at 
present; quite the reverse, in fact. The 
closing price on Saturday was 39% cents a 
bushel. General rains in the West, making 
bad roads, keeping farmers from marketing 
their grain, and lowering the grade, made 
some shorts nervous, and there was an ex- 
cited half hour in the pit from the opening 
bell.as the brokers bid for corn, sending up 
the price in jumps of half a cent and a cent 
at a time, until it reached 43% centss It was 
not part of the bull campaign to let the 
price run away so long before the end of the 
month, and sales of nearly 300,000 bushels 
by Phillips forced a decline to 40% cents at 
the close of the session. — 


Peculiar Condition of Market. 
A successful corner in corn this month, on 


a long line of around 3,000,000 bushels, when 


the country has raised a crop of over 2,000,- 
000,000 bushels, is possible because of certain 
conditions. Only corn of a grade known as 


No. 2 is deliverable on contracts. It must 
be dry, and wet weather has retarded the 


drying of the new crop. Stocks of old corn 
have been exhausted because ofan Increased 
demand for every e dur the fast 
yeaf and ‘béchuse of the bull operations in 
this market of the Pattens, shrewd and 
wealthy operators. They made a bull cam- 
paign in corn in July, in September, and in 
October, transferring their holdings from 
month to month a..d maintaining the cash 
price at such a premium that contract corn 


‘from all over the West was attracted to this 


market. They took the corn and shipped it 
East, with the result that stocks here and at 
tributary points were practically exhausted. 
But, because they could not get control of 
one line of over 1,000,000 bushels of corn held 
here, they gave up the campaign late in Oc- 
tober and dumped their holdings, depressing 
the November price to under 36 cents. 


Phillips Grasps the Opportunity. 
Phillips, who had been a bear from 40 cents 


down, saw the opportunity to profit by the 
conditions thus created, and bought over 


3,000,000 bushels of November corn at a price 
considerably under 87 cents. The op- 
erations began on Oct. 26, and for some 
days Phillips’ control of the situation has 
been growing steadily stronger. He has 
heen taking the cash corn as it was ten- 
dered to him, and shippirg it East, reducing 
supplies, but by scalping operations in the 
pit, possibly through his knowledge of the 


situation, has maintained his line intact. 


With No. 3 corn selling at a better price than 
his line averaged he can handle the con- 
tract corn offered him. 


- Long Training in Cash Grain. 

Mr. Phillips is one of the youngest and most 
daring operators on the floor, with a long 
training in handling cash grain. Only 32 
years old, slight, and smooth-faced, he is 
a t boyish in appearance, weighing some- 
thing over 100 pounds. He has been in the 
trade, thirteen years, with George A. 
Seaverns Elevator company as wheat buyer 
on the exchange floor from 1887 to 18093, with 
H. H. Carr three years as sample sales- 
man, with Seaverns again two years, and in 


the commission business for himself since 


October, 1899. In the least year he has con- 
ducted one big and successful deal in oats, 
another in corn, and is now on his second 
in that commodity. 


Much New Corn Already Used. 

“I am a bull in corn,” said Mr. Phillips, 
“because we started to use the new crop 
six weeks earlier than usual, have exhausted 
the stocks of old corn, and used 100,000,000 
bushels of the new crop in that six weeks. 
The government report shows 91,000,000 
bushels of old corn in farmers’ hands on Nov. 
1, but I do not believe there were 10,000,000 
bushels. The consumption of corn in 1900 
has been 160,000,000 bushels greater than in 
1899, and there will be another increase of 
150,000,008 bushels next year.“

FAILURE OF AIR: BRAKE CAUSES 
COLLISION ON NORTH SIDE.

Local Train Strikes Rear of 
Chicago Avenue Station and 
gers Are Knocked Down, Bruised, 
and Cut by Glass from the Windows 
Cars Crowded with People Going 
Home, the Time Being Shortly Be- 
fore 6 O'Clock. 


Running at full speed, uncontrolled by air- 
brakes, a north-bound local train of the 
Northwestern Elevated road crashed into 
the rear end of a crowded express train 
at the Chicago avenue elevated station last 
night. Five persons were injured and many 
others were knocked down and covered with 
glass shaken from the car windows. The 
accident occurred shortly before 6 o'clock, 
when the cars were crowded with home- 
going shoppers and working people.

Joseph Siller, motorman on the local train, 
attributed the accident to his inability to op- 
erate the air brakes. The collision occurred 
just after the express train north-bound was 
switching to the inner tracks north of the 
station platform, where the two-track struc- 
ture expands into four tracks. Motorman 
Siller coming north noticed the red light 
signal to stop before he turned the curve ap- 
proaching the platform, but for some reason 
he was unable to bring his train to a stop. He 
blew his whistle in an attempt to acquaint 


distress, but the signal was not heeded in 


time. 
Shock Causes a Small Panic. 

The express train had just started on its 
switch when the local turned the curve and 
caused the rear end collision. The moving 
of the express train somewhat broke the jar 
of the impact, but the shock was sufficient 
to jolt the passengers and many windows 
were shattered. The shock created a small 
panic in the rear end of the express train. 
Women who had been standing were thrown 
to the floor. Bundles were scattered with 
broken window glass. 

The force of the shock was shown in the 
injury received by Mrs. Rohan. She was 
sitting in the rear car of the express train. 
The sudden stop threw her from her seat 
to the floor with such violence that she 
had to be picked up and carried out of 
the car. Other passengers were thrown 
right and left. The shower of glass fright- 
ened many women passengers. Because of 
the crowded condition of the car the pas-

Nen in Vestibule Hurt. | 

The men injured were standing in the 
vestibule. Their injuries resulted mostly. 
from the broken winddw 
giass. Mr. , who was cut badly about 
the face, was Knocked to the floor by thé jolt 
into a pile of splintered glass. 

The police of the Bast Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion made an investigation of the accident. 
Officials claimed not to know the exact cause 
of the motorman’s inability to operate the air 
brakes, 

In 7 of the collision an official of 
the road said: 

It was an accident. When trains are 
rounding the curve at Chicago avenue the 
motormen are unable to see if the way is 
clear until the curve is rounded. The station 
is twenty-five feet from this curve, and, as 
the rails are slippery, it is hard to control the 
cars.“

Dr. Kittredge Wheeler Tells Baptist 
Ministers People Think More of 
Amusement than Their Souls. 


Dr. Kittredge Wheeler announced to his 
fellow-clergymen at a meeting of the Bap- 
tist Ministers’ association yesterday that a 
large part of the congregation of his church 
cared more for the theater, cheap literature, 
and other allurements of sin than for the 
welfare of the church and for the salvation 
of their own souls. He also stated his be- 
lief that this condition of affairs exists in the 
churches throughout the city. 

How many members of our congrega- 
tions come to church for the spiritual bene- 
fit they derive?” asked Mr. Wheeler. They 
come rather for the purpose of displaying 
fashionable gowns or suits of the latest cut 
and pattern. The sermons in many cases 
are not heeded. The boulevards, the clubs, 
and the theater are more attractive to 
church people than their own churches. We 
need a revival of spirit in our work, and it 
must come at once.“

plan of action, and resolutions were adopted 
by the conference for the institution of a 
general evangelical movement the second 
week in Japuary. Dr. P. 8. Henson of the 
First Baptist Church, who was to address 
the meeting on the subject, The Tracks of 
a Tenderfoot,“ was called to Philadelphia 
suddenly, and could not be present.

The trouble arose over a case in which 
Jacob Friesma was accused of selling liquor 
illegally. The justice says he was first of- 
fered political advantages if he would deal 
leniently with the defendant, and upon re- 
fusal to consent to any such arrangement 
threats of violence were made. :

Outnumbered nearly twen- 
ty to one by an angry crowd of men, they 
drew revolvers, and, one standing on each 
side of the justice, asserted that they would 
shoot down the first man that dared assault 
the court. The weapons had the desired 
effect and the crowd fell back, not before, 
however, one man had aimed a vicious blow 
at the head of Justice De Young. The blow 
fell short and the assailant was pushed back.. 

The shouts of the angry men could be heard 
for several blocks and many residents of the 
village crowded to the door of the court- 
room. Quiet was finally restored and papers 
for a change of venue were made out to 
Justice Black.

The City Council took a hand last night

Nearly 400 arrests were recorded 
up to last night, thirty well-known thieves, 
pickpockets, burglars, and highwaymen ber 
ing among the prisoners.

The City Council last night established reg- 
ulations for the protection of the poor who 
buy coal in small measures. Amendments 
to the city ordinances governing the sale of 
fuel make it impossihje for dealers to de- 
fraud the purchaser by selling by the bas- 
ket” in distinction to selling by the bushel. 

The dasket,“ according to the revised or- 
dinance, must be some fraction of a bushel 
and myst be labeled as such. The sale of 
short weights in baskets cannot be evaded 
the statement of the dealer that 
“he sold by the basket and not by the 
bushel.” 

Other provisions of the revised ordinances 


protect the customers of fruit dealers, gro- 


cers, and milk dealers. It is provided that 
botties for the sale of milk and cream shall 
be labeled to indicate the quantity and that 
the label shall be marked in a legible and 
conspicuous manner. All measures for the 
sale of fruit, vegetables, berries, or grain of 
any description or any articles of dry 
measurement shall be stamped with the seal 
of the City Sealer, showing the quantity 
contained. 


Sold“ by the Basket.“ 
The necessity for such protection to those 


who buy in small quantities, especially of | 


coal, was shown by investigations made by 
Tus TRIBUNE and by City Sealer Quinn. As 
a result of the investigations Mr. Quinn sup- 
. the changes in the ordinances which 

ould make it impossible for dealers to es- 
cape the penalty for selling short weights by 
the pretense that they sold by the basket. 
It was explained to the Judiciary commit- 
tee which reported the revised ordinances 
that to the poor who bought the coal it was 
sold as a bushel, and in reality was short of 
that amount. Detection was avoided by the 
cunning of the dealers who refused to sell 
except by the basket,“ when suspicious 
that an effort was being made to secure evi- 
dence for prosecution. As none but the poor 
are forced to buy fuel in small measures the 
deceit of the dealers was practiced upon 
those who could afford least to be defrauded. 

A protection for persons using wood for 
fuel was added to the revised ordinances by 
a specification that any one who should prac- 
tice fraud by selling a cord of wood contain- 
ing less than 128 cubic feet should be subject 
to a fine of not less than $5 Or more than $50. 
The same penalty is fixed for the sale of a ton 
of coal less than 2,000 pounds, and was also 
made effective for violation of the other sec- 
tions of the ordinance. 


For Scales at Schools. 


.The Council also granted authority to the 
Board of Education to equip thirty school- 
houses with scales for its protection against 
short-weight dealers. For this purpose $3,000 
will be needed and authority to spend the 
money was granted. The Board of Educa- 
tion has made request for the authority to 
take some measure in self-protection, alleg- 
ing that if unchecked the coal dealers de- 
fraud the schools, not only by the delivery of 
short weights but by coal of interior quality.

OBJECTS TO NOISY, SMOKY TUGS 


John Dreucker Files Formal Complaint 
and Threatens to Sue the City 
for Damages. 


An anti-nolse complaint was filed with 
Health Commissioner Reynolds yesterday by 
John Druecker, who complains that the 
whistling of tugs and the smoke from their 
boilers injures his business. Druecker op- 
erates a cold storage plant at 100-25 North 
Canal street. Commissioner Reynolds says 
his inspectors are at work abating the smoke 
nuisance, but the whistling will come under 
the provisions of the anti-noise ordinance. 
The complaint reads: 

The tug Protection, towing the schooner Libby 
Sam, whistled today for a full quarter of an hour 
with all the power it could steam up for the open- 
ing of the Northwestern bridge. As men doing. 
business have to stop talking until the tugs are 
through whistling, I would like to know how long 
you are going to permit this nuisance. If not 
stopped I will sue the city for damages, as the 
smoke and whistling by the tugs lying at the 
bridge hurts my business and my property, as I 
can prove by plenty of witnesses. 


SEWER CONTRACTORS 
ASK EXTRA PAY FOR 
INTERCEPTING CONDUIT. 


Request Made to the Council That They 

De Permitted to Draw on Reserve, 
Saying That They Have Been Oper- 
ating at a Loss. 


John W. Farley and John Green, contract- 
ors for the construction of the Lawrence ave- 
nue intercepting sewer, asked the City Coun- 
cil last night that they be permitted to draw 
upon the reserve of $30,000 which has been 
withheld by the City Council. They also 
asked that they be allowed extras. The re- 
quest probably will be refused. 

If the continuance of the work depended 
upon the compliance of the Council with 
their request for use of part of the reserve 
fund and for an allowance for extras, the 
possibility of abandoning the job is suggest- 
ed. The Finance committee has not granted 
such requests in other cases, and, it is said, 
will not in this case. 

It had been understood that the firm was 
in trouble with material firms and that it 
had been unable to secure brick at the figure 
for which it was contracted. When the 
work was begun the firm could secure brick 
at a little over $4 a thousand. The company 
with which they had contracted was taken 
into the brick combination and the price was 
raised to §7. The loss to the contractors was 


large. 

Added to these difficulties there came trou- 
ble with the shield and apparatus used in 
excavation. This had been brought to such 
a state of perfection that it worked admirably 
through clay, but the digging has gone 
through sand pockets, bowlders, and hard- 


pan. 

The low figure at which the contractors 
secured the work has added to their difficulty, 
and, as stated by them to the Council, they 
have lost on what has been accomplished 
thus far. Practically the work has ‘just 
started: The conduit is to run from the 
lake to the river along Lawrence avenue. 
That portion of the work lying between the 
Take and Beacon street has been completed, 
approximately 4,000 feet. About 500 feet of 
the tunnel work has been finished. The great 
portion west of Beacon street remains un- 
touched. | 

The contractors asked the Council to pass 
an order authorizing the Commissioner of 
Public Works to make a reasonable and just 
allowance to them for the extra work they 
were obliged to do on account of the un- 
fortunate conditions met and to allow them 
the use of half the retention money reserved 
—$30,000 in all—granting them the use of 
$15,000. Failure on the part of the con- 
tractors to complete their work for the city 
at the price contracted would mean a serious 
| hardship for the administration, which would 

meet censure for having entered upon two 
contracts for great improvements, the other 
being for the Thirty-ninth street sewer, 
neither of which could be carried out, and 
from which unfortunate conditions resulted. 


CAPT. GEORGE COFFEE DEAD. 


Confederate Soldier and Friend of Cap- 
tain McWilliams, Whose Prisoner 
He Was During the War. 


Captain George Coffee is dead at the Tudor 
apartment house, Forty-third street and 
Ellis avenue. He will be buried at Rosehill 
Cemetery tomorrow afternoon. He had been 
ill for several years. He was 61 years old. A 
widow and two daughters, Mrs. Paul Tiet- 
gens of Evanston, and Miss Camille Coffee of 
Chicago, survive. 

Captain Coffee was a Mississippian, who 
owned large plantations in the South before 
the civil war. When the war began he en- 
listed in a confederate regiment and served 
until the surrender of General Lee. He 
fought at Gettysburg and on many other 
famous battlefields. , 

He was confined in federal prisons several 
times, and on one occasion when a prisoner 
on a federal gunboat he planned and almost 
accomplished the escape of the confederate 
prisoners and the capture by them of the gun- 
boat. The plot was discovered by Captain 
Lafayette McWilliams, the commander of 
the boat. He admired the skill and bravery 
of Captain Coffee and became his life-long 
friend. He will be one of the pallbearers at 
the funeral.

VOTHENDLESS 


‘MAYWOOD CITIZENS FOR FRAN- 
CHISE TO MUNICIPAL COMPANY. 


After Heated Debate Lasting Till Mid- | 

might Decision Is Reached by a Nar- 

rer Margin—Action Not Final, as 

Trustees Will Elaborate the Scheme 

and Present It to the Corporation 

After Beard’s Next Meeting, Which 
Takes Place Nov. 22. 


Two hundred citizens of Maywood voted 
last night in favor of granting a perpetual 
franchise to the Municipal Gas company. 
The meeting, which was held in the Maywood 
Town Hall, was stormy; and the vote, taken 
shortly after midnight, was close. 

In extending.its lines the Municipal Gas 
company had made a proposal to erect a gas 
plant by which Maywood and Haslem could 

supplied. The first franchise submitted 
by the company was not satisfactory to the 
board and was rejected. After considerable 
discussion an ordinance was drafted by the 
board in which several of the original prop- 
ositions of the co y were modified. This 
Was accepted by corporation. 

As amended the franchise will be in per- 
petuity.' The company will furnish gas at 
a ane of $1 a thousand feet for fuel and 
ill ting. The company agrees to lay 
three miles of pipe before 1902 and ten and 
one-half miles before 1004. One hundred 
thousand feet of gas will be furnished gratis 
to the municipal ulldings ,yearly to 1907, 
after which 200,000 feet will be given. After 
1920 the company will pay 3% per cent of its 
yearly earnings to the village, and the fran- 
‘chise will not be exclusive. 

A referendum meeting was called by the 
trustees for the discussion and acceptance 
of the ordinance. Charles E. Alder presided, 
and, after a close contest, James Stimpson 
was selected as secretary. Speeches were 
made by fifty persons, and several times per- 
sonal insinuations were made by the excited 
orat The strongest advocates of the ordi- 
nance as submitted were L. V. Ferriss, John 
Hodson,’ and W. C. Twining, while Luke 
O’Brien, C. W. Stevers, Oliver Westcott, and 
John Hollands led in the opposition. , 

Mr. Stevers, who is an advocate of munici- 
pal ownership, denounced what he termed 
the criminal folly of presenting a perpetual 
fran to the corporation in return for 
the meager allowarices granted by them.

LONDON, Nov. 20, 3 a. m.—For a young 
man without social position, without money, 
and with few friends, the Duke of Manches- 
ter’s leap into matrimony has caused more 
hubbub than one would have thought pos- 
gible.

In the meantime, the bridal couple were 
riding about the grounds of Tanderagee Cas- 
fle, oblivious to the commotion created on 
Doth sides of the Atlantic. 


Awakening May Be Disagreeable. 


Unfortunately for them, the awakening 


promises to come soon, and to be disagree- 
able. The Duke may find it convenient to 
modify hig, proud boasts that he married for 


love alone. This is the situation: The Duke, 


much in love with the beauty and wealth of 


the girl, urged the marriage, and after much 


persuasion the girl consented. With the 
knowledge of one of the aunts the ceremony 
was performed, but was to be kept secret 
until she could go to Cincinnati and obtain 
her father’s consent. The Duke hoped to 
make true his story that he was thorough- 
ly reconciled to his own family when his 
share of the Zimmerman fortune was as- 
gured. 

Miss Zimmerman expected to sail to Amer- 
lea with one of her aunts last Wednesday, 
and so cabled her father. A necessary trip 
to Paris on the day she was married, to se- 
‘cure clothes and close her apartment there, 
however, caused a postponement- of the At- 
lantio voyage until Saturday. She was de- 


‘layed in Paris and missed the boat, so upon 


her return to Londog the Duke insisted that 
they go to Tanderagee Castle.

GENERAL KITCHENER ACCUSED OF

His Plan of Concentrating Boer Women 
and Children After Burning Farm- 
houses Rouses Severe Comment in 
England—Field of Operations Being 

_ Cleared by Removal of All Superior 
Officers and Newspaper Corre- 
spondents. 


LONDON, Nov. 20, 3 a. m.—General Wey- 
ler's assertion in the Paris Figaro the other 
day that the British policy in south Africa 
Was more cruel than any of his work in Cuba 
seems to be borne out in part at least by 
the latest censored dispatches from the front. 
All the Generals of superior rank to Kitchen- 
er are being sent home and he is to have 
supreme command, and the newspaper cor- 
respondents are also being forced out. 

Wherever the man of the family is away 
it is said the Boer homes are razed, crops de- 
stroyed, and women and children driven into 
the nearest town selected for reconcentra- 
tion. These drastic measures will, it is as-

Policy Already Attacked. . 

This policy is already attacked by some 
London papers. The Leader this morning 
says: It will be no worse perhaps than what 
is happening now. There will be simply more 
and yet more of the wrong and inhumanity 
that mark our present conduct. We shall 
go on burning farms for no other reason than 
because the men are away on commando or 
because De Wet, unbeknown to their tenants, 
has blown up a railway bridge in the neigh- 
borhood. 

Our papers will still record day after day 
that General X has returned with so many 
thousand head of cattle and so many dozen 
Boer families. We shall know this 
means that the little wealth and means of 
subsistence of these families are gone forever, 
and while they, women though they are, sit 
thinking of their ruin in camp or prison, 
guarded by an English sentry, we are not 
merely destroying wealth, but we are mak- 
ing life impossible in future for thousands of 
our fellow-subjects, and are in the meantime 
filling the hearts of mothers with shame that 
will turn to bitter courage in their sons.” 


Stead’s Bitter Letter. 

W. T. Stead, in a letter to the Times this 
morning, also handles the subject without 
gloves. He says: Whatever the differ- 
ences of opinion may be of the results fol- 
lowing the burning of homesteads, the turn- 
ing out of defenseless women and children, 
foodless, upon the veldt, in close proximity 
to the military camps and Kaffir kraals, 
and there can be no question of the fact that 
this ts done, and done systematically, in 
cases where there is no allegation of treach- 
ery, as part of a settled policy deliberate- 
ly ordered by Lord Roberts and General 
Kitchener, their official proclamations and 
orders leave no doubt on that point. It is 
equally clear that these orders are in direct 
opposition to the rules of war as defined 
at The Hague last year and ratified by her 
Majesty’s government.” 

Americans Take More Contracts. 

American manufacturers were able again 
to outbid British firms for work in British 
territory on the electric plant to be installed 
at Cauvery Falls in Mysore, India, for the 
benefit of the gold mines in the neighbor- 
hood, which need cheap power. The work 
will cost $1,250,000, and a great number of 
bids were received.

MARSEILLES, Nov. 19.—Dr. Leyds, while 
not willing to go into details, declares that 
Kruger will land at Marseilles on Wednesday 
morning at9o’clock. The Transvaal envoys, 
Fischer, Wessells, and Wolmarans, arrived 
here tonight. All.the Deputies of the De- 
partment of the Bouches du Rhene and the 
Department of Marseilles have arrived offi- 
cially to welcome Kruger. 

Today Dr. Leyds called on the authorities 
of Marseilles, all of whom returned the visit 
officially, including the Mayor. 

The Nationalist Boer committee and the 
Anti-Nationalist Boer committee each wants 
te take charge of the arrangements for Kru- 
ger’s reception upon his arrival. The latter 
committee charges the Nationalists with en- 
deavoring to turn the enthusiasm for the 
Boer patriot into a political and anti-govern- 
mental demonstration. 


Dr. Leyds Shows Lack of Courtesy. 

Dr. Leyds treated all the journalists, except 
those who happened to be his personal 
friends, with scant courtesy, and his policy 
is harming the cause of the Boers. The 
Boers are also giving no little offense to the 
French as well as the continental press, and 
close friends of Kruger are glad that he ts 
coming to Europe to take charge of Trans- 
vaal interests in person. 

Mme. Eloff continues to be the object of 
popular sympathy, as her frank cordiality 
and kindness have won the hearts of all and 
made her a little Queen of Marseilles, who 
has done more to inspire sympathy for the 
Boers than all the diplomats at present en- 
gaged in the efforts, Tonight she went toa 
féte organized in her honor, where tableaux 
of Boer laagers and scenes of war were 
shown. A number of Boer and French vol- 
unteers in costume saluted her as she went to 


be presented. Each one shook hands with 
her and she expressed sorrow for some who 
were wounded. | 

Mme. Heymans, wife of Dr. Heymans, the 
confidential companion of Kruger, arrived 
tonight. 

No One Allowed on the Ship.

MAKES FARCE OF DEMANDS. 


Li Hung Chang Tells Extreme Penalty 
Chinese Think They Can Inflict 
on Boxer Leaders. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune by 
Arthur IL. Clarke.) 

LONDON, Nov. 20, 3 a. m.—Dr. Morrison, 
telegraphing to the Times from Pekin, under 
date of Nov. 17, says: In communicating 
to the foreign Ministers an imperial edict, 
dated Singanfu, on the 13th, imposing the 
punishment on Princes and officials who 
acted as ringleaders in the recent outrages 
and upon whom the powers have demanded 
death sentences, Li Hung Chang submits 
that the edict fixes the final punishment 
which the court is able to inflict, and re- 
peats the stereotyped plea of all the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries that he and Prince Ching 
are threatened by the Emperor with severe 
punishment if they fail to induce the Min- 
isters to accept the compromise. 

“The sentences simply excite ridicule, as, 
for example, Prince Tuan is condemned to 
banishment and life imprisonment in Muk- 
den, where his ancestral home is situated. 
Duke Lan has his salary stopped, and is 
reduced one step in rank, and another is 
sentenced to retire and reflect on his sins. 
Chao Shuchiao is deprived of rank, but re- 
tains his office, and Yuhsien is banished and 
condemned to perpetual imprisonment, 
which means a life of honored retirement, 
while Tungfuhsiang is omitted entirely, be- 
ing protected by his present military power. 

The effect of the edict has been directly 
opposite to what China hoped, and has 
strengthened the Ministers’ determination 
to demand the death penalty of the ring- 
leaders of the recent outrages. The pro- 
posal of a substitute for the death penalty 
as the highest penalty permitted by the 
Chinese law is obviously absurd, and, since 
the Chinese admit that such nominal and 
delusive sentences are the most severe the 
court is capable of inflicting, large num- 
bers of southern Chinese residents in Pekin, 
fearing further retribution during the win- 
ter, are leaving for the south, and those 
who are destitute are provided with funds

DEFINES GERMAN 
CHINESE POLICY. 
Chancellor Von Buelow Says 


Empire will Claim Share 
of Benefits There. 


FOUGHT WHEN FORCED. 


Declares That Sending Troops to 
China Has Not Impaired Read- 
150 _ iness for War at Home. 


TELLS PLANS FOR FUTURE. 


BERLIN, Nov. 19.--Count von Bulow, the 
new Imperial Chancellor, in addressing the 
Reichstag on the Chinese question today said 
in the course of his 

“What Germans desire is not a political 
adventure but the assertion of our inter- 
ests, our rights, and our honor as a great 
people. We are waging no war of conquest 
on China. We only wish for atonement for 
Chinese misdeeds, and a guarantee of re- 
forms. We especially desire atonement, 


again. We desire the influence accruing to 
Germany in the present movement shall be 
preserved to her. 

“We desire our share in what is to be won 
from China. We will not overreach any 
one, and we will not let any one overreach 
us. We have nothing to gain by a partition 
of China, and we do not desire it. We will fare 
best if China recovers herself, so far as pos- 
sible, under the best ordered administration 
obtainable, and remains solvent. We wish 
to confine ourselves to our present position, 
and will not shake China unnecessarily. We 
have no reason for going beyond the con- 
vention of Aug. 3, 1898, or to strive for terri- 
torial acquisitions, which will place a dis- 
proportionate strain upon our resources. 


Will Not Be Nailed Down. 

„ Neither have we any interest in nailing 
ourselves down in China to a definite stretch 
of territory. German trade had spread far 
and wide in China long before we occupied 
Kiao Chou. We defend our rights in peace- 
ful competition, therefore, with all nations, 
on the principle of ‘ Live and let live.’ That 
is the object of the Anglo-German agreement 
of Oct. 16, the principles of which the other 
Cabinets have declared themselves in agree- 
ment with.” 

The Chancellor further declared he did not 
wish at present to say anything which might 
be prejudicial to the common objects of the 
powers in China. Germany, he explained, 
had adhered to the aims and policy outlined 
in the circular to the allied governments. 
The allegation that the government had not 
foreseen the Chinese crisis was true. But,” 
added Count von Bülow, the premonitory 
signs did not escape us. We at once agreed 
to everything our representative in China 
described as necessary to take as a meas une 
of precaution and dispatched a force, offer- 
ing even more than asked for. I wish to re- 
proach no one, least of all Baron von Ket- 
teler, who, in endeavoring most earnestly 
in the fulfillment of his duty to bring the 
chief Chinese authorities to reason, went al- 
most without fear to his death, worthy of 
the land he represented and the name he 
bore.”’ . 

This statement caused loud applause. 


Outlines Demands of Powers. 

After asserting that Germany proposed to 
have her share of the benefits that might 
-accrue in China, Count von Bülow read the 
agreement of the envoys of the powers in 
Pekin regarding the demands to be made. 

These have all been published from time 
to time, excepting one new clause, which 
says: The Chinese government shall un- 
dertake to enter upon negotiations for such 
changes in existing treaties regarding trade 
and navigation as the foreign governments 
deem advisable and with reference to other 
matters having in view the facilitation of 
commercial relations.“ 

Continuing, Count von Bülow said: “ It is 
impossible to foresee further developments. 
We shall not allow ourselves to be led be 
yond these demands, except by the interests 
of civilization and especially by the inter- 
ests of Germany.” 


Powers Confide in Germany. 
Later in his speech Count von Bülow said: 
The loyalty of Germany's policy has been 

proved by the fact that the other powers 
have transferred to us the supreme com- 
mand in the Province of Chi Li. We would 
willingly have placed our troops under the 
supreme command of any other power. We 
notified Russia to that effect. A desire was 
expressed in many quarters to offer the su- 
preme command to Germany. We could not 
be deaf to the call of other powers, and in 
accepting the responsibility we proclaimed 
our conviction that Germany’s policy con- 
tained nothing which, from the point of view 
of the other governments, could give ground 
for misgiving. 

That his Majesty of Russia—whose speedy 
and complete recovery we, with all Europe 
and with the world, desire with all our hearts 
—that this noble and enlightened sovereign 
should, before all others, put the supreme 
command in our hands was recognized by us 
with special gratitude. 

“This is a fresh proof of what I shall al- 
ways uphold, that between a well-conducted 
German policy and a well-conducted Russian 
policy there can be no deep, and certainly no 
invincible, antagonism. 

Are on Guard in 

„By dispatching troops to China we have 
in no way impaired our readiness to do battle 
in Europe. We declare that we are on guard. 
In undertaking the charge of the interests 
of other nations, acting as a lightning con- 
ductor for the other powers, we have no 
desire to play the role of Providence on 
earth. The Hohenzollerns will not tread in 
the path of the Bonapartes. Never will non- 
German tendencies be followed by the \house 
whose great son has declared that a Prince 
is the first servant of the state. In the Span- 
ish-American and south African wars we 
pursued a policy of honorable neutrality be- 
cause it was the best for Germany.” 


Comment of Party Leaders. 

Dr. Leiber, the Centrist leader, expressed 
approval of the statements of the Chan- 
cellor and of the policy followed by the 
government, including the Anglo-German 
agreement and the maintenance of friend- 
ship with Russia, but he declared that, in 
view of the gross disregard which the gov- 
ernment had shown for the constitutional 
rights of the Reichstag, some indemnity 
ought to de granted by the government for 
its extreme presumption. 

Herr Bebel, the Socialist leader, who fol- 
lowed, was called to order for asking 
whether the Centrists did not feel the hu- 
miliation that had been inflicted upon the 
Reichstag. He attacked the Chinese policy 
of the government, declaring that Europe 
was reaping what she and the missionaries 
had sown. 

He blamed Emperor William’s speech tor 
the cruel manner in which the war was be- 
ing waged in China, ridiculed the mission 
of Count von Waldersee, and asserted that 
it would be impossible for China to accept 
the conditions which the imperial Chan-

COLORADO SENATOR WILL suc- 
CEED AMBASSADOR TOWER. 


Said on Excellent Authority That Pres- 
ident Intends to Reward Former 
Silver Man with Important Diple- 
matic Post at St. Petersburg — Is 
Wealthy and Popular, but Without 
Experience in the Work He Must 
Assume. | 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 
Senator Edward O. Wolcott of Colorado is 
slated for one of the most important diplo- 
matic posts in the service of the United 
„States government. There is excellent au- 
thority for saying that Ambassador Charlé- 
magne Tower, now representing the United 
States at St. Petersburg, will retire at the 
expiration of the present McKinley adminis- 
tration and that the eloquent Coloradoan will 
be chosen as his successor. 

It is well known that the junior Senator 
from Colorado deserted the silver party of 
Colorado and returned to the Republican 
party and is now regarded as a full-fledged 
Republican, as is evidenced by the fact he 
was temporary chairman of the National Re- 
publican convention at Philadelphia. 

As the next Legislature of Colorado will not 
be controlled by the Republicans, it is certain 
Senator Wolcott will not be reéiected to the 
Senate. He is well equipped to fill the mis- 
sion at St. Petersburg, and the President de- 
sires to reward the Colorado man for return- 
ing to the party in the face of an almost cer- 
tain defeat for the Senate if he deserted his 
silver friends. 

Senator Wolcott has a farge fortune and 
can well afford to maintain the dignity of the 
American Embassy at St. Petersburg in a 
befitting manner. While Mr. Wolcott has 
had no experience in diplomacy, he has been 
abroad several times, being at the head of 
the commission to secure the agreement of 
the European nations to a ratio for silver. 
He is an orator of the first-class, is popular 
with his associates, and has entertained ex- 
tensively. 

Although Senator Wolcott is 52 years old, 
he appears to be a much younger man. He 
was born at Long Meadow, Mass.; he served 
a few months as a private in the One Hun- 
dred and Fiftieth Ohio Volunteers; entered 
Yale College in 1866, but did not graduate: 
graduated from Harvard Law School in 1871, 
and removed to Colorado. He is a lawyer; 
was elected to the United States Senate to 
succeed Thomas M. Bowen, and took his seat 
on March 4, 1889. He was reélected in 1895 
and is now serving his second term, which 
will expire March 3, 1901.

‘PLAN SHIP CANAL FIGHT. 


RIVER VALLEY ASSOCIATION TO 
MEMORIALIZE CONGRESS. 


Meeting Held in This City and Subcom- 
mittee Named to Present Case at 
Washington Early in December— 
Wants Jurisdiction Over Streams 
and Power to Spend Money — Con- 
gressmen Favor the Plan — Would 
Build Deep Waterway to Gulf. 


One of the first bills presented at the ap- 
proaching session of Congress will be a me- 
morial from the Illinois River Valley as- 
gociation urging the prompt construction of 
a deep waterway from Chicago to the Gulf 
of Mexico. —— | 

This was decided on at a meeting of the 
Executive committee of the association in 
this city yesterday afternoon. Congressmen 
and property-owners representing interests 
all along the Illinois and Mississippi Rivers 
as far as St. Louis were present. They were 
enthusiastic over the proposition. The me- 
morial, which advocates a waterway large 
enough to float large ocean-going ships, will 
be drawn up by a subcommittee selected at 
yesterday’s, conference at the Great Northern 
Hotel. This subcommittee includes ex-Lieu- 
tenapt Governor L. B. Ray of Morris, chair- 
man; Lyman E. Cooley and Frank Wenter 
of Chicago; Colonel Isaac Taylor of Peoria, 
Henry Mayo of Ottawa, and H. R. Whitmore 
and J. A. Ockerson of St. Louis. 


Will Urge Congress to Act. 

By the adoption of a verbal resolution 
these seven men, all of whom are active ad- 
vocates of the proposed deep waterway, 
were empowered to take whatever action 
they thought best to accomplish the desired 
end, in placing the matter before Congress 
in such way as to insure the prompt co- 
operation of the government in making the 
Improvement. The committee was given 
jurisdiction over the route from Lake Mich- 
igan to St. Louis. This includes the Chi- 
cago River, the drainage canal, and the IIIi- 
nois and Mississippi Rivers to St. Louis. 

Authority to take possession of and con- 
trol the several streams is included in the 
association's plans, the members hoping to 
secure permission to remove certain dams and 
other obstructions to navigation, and to ex- 
pend whatever money may be required to 
prosecute the work rapidly. The memorial, 
it is understood, will include the prelimi- 
nary survey of the proposed route of this 
big ship canal. Congress will convene on 
Dec. 4, and the associlation’s special commit- 
tee expects to be In Washington by that 
time with its figures and memorial.

Academy. He taught school, and later stud- 
fed shorthand, and had the distinction of 
being one of the first stenographers in the 
United States. He worked as reporter on 
papers in New York and Boston, and in 1855 
came to Chicago, engaging in the real estate 
business. He accumulated a fortune and 
studied law. He was admitted to the bar in 
1859, and practiced many years. In 1861-02 
he prospected for gold in the Rocky Moun- 
tain region; and wrote a book on his travels. 
He was a member of the Board of Education 
from 1869 to 1879, and had the work of ex- 
amining candidates for teachers’ certificates. 
Mr. Hambleton was a great student of his- 
tory and of science.

DAY GIVEN TO SPEECHES. 


In an address before the National Good 
Roads and Public Improvement convention 
in Central Music Hall yesterday morning 
Andrew Pattullo, a member of the Canadian 
Parliament, spoke of the bad pavements of 
Chicago. He said it required an hour to go 
from Eighteenth street and Archer avenue 
to his hotel. He also advanced the idea that 
in course of time, when good roads are the 
rule, the automobile will be the competitor 
of the locomotive in freight hauling. 

With the betterment of the public high- 
ways of the country as its ultimate object 
the convention began a three days’ session 
in the morning. Seventy-three delegates 
from the different States of the union and 
Canada were present, and many more are 
expected to arrive this morning to partici- 
pate Jn the proceedings of the convention. 
The representation is composed largely of 
those who for years have been laboring in 
behalf of the good roads movement. 

The convention is expected to map out 
plans for national and State legislation in 
the interest of the movement, and to provide 
ways and means for continuing the work 
of arousing sentiment and perfecting or- 
ganizations throughout the country. Various 
suggestions, such as the employment of con- 
vict labor on the public roads, and the lend- 
ing of national or State aid, or both, to the 
building of sample roads in the different 
States, were made. ’ 

Aside from the appointment of various 
committees and the completion of the per- 
manent organization yesterday was devoted 
to speech making. The speech of the day 
was delivered by Andrew Pattullo, who has 


roads in Canada. Mr. Pattullo said, in part: 

I was reminded of the progress that has 
been made in this city when I alighted from 
the train this morning near Eighteenth street 
and Archer avenue. I understand that is 
where some of your Chicago Aldermen spent 
considerable money in street improvements, 
It took me an hour to reach my hotel. We 


fear and trembling, but after my experi- 
ence today I have concluded that we know 
something about road making. 

I dont know whether you suffer from ex- 
cessive railroad rates as we do, but let me 
suggest that good roads will prove one of the 
strongest methods of preventing excessive 
rates. When roads are secured the 
automobile will come into general use on the 
country roads, and the railroads are certain 
to reduce rates. ; 

In my country we started the agitation 
for good roads ten years ago, and we have 
made great strides since. We have at last 
secured the codperation of the people 
throughout the entire dominion, and at the 
next session of the legislatures we expect 
to secure the appropriation of nearly $2,000,- 
6000.“ 


W. H. Moore, upon being made permanent 
chairman of the convention, in the course 
of his address, said: ; 

I would suggest that we form a perma- 
nent national organization, form State or- 
ganizations to carry out the work of the 
national organization, and prepare bills for 
presentation to Congress and appoint com- 
mittees to submit them when Congress and 
the various State Legislatures meet. 

“ At least 75 per cent of the money that 
has heretofore been spent on the public 
highways of this State, for example, has 
been wasted. If the convict labor of the 
State could be used in the construction of 
roads in a systematic manner the improve- 
ments would be of a permanent value and in 
marked contrast with the slipshod manner 
in which an attempt is made at present to 
throw up a sort of a dirt road.“ 


QUOTATION WAR TO CONTINUE. 


President Warren of Board of Trade 
Fails to Effect a Settle- 
ment. 


President Warren of the Board of Trade 
returned from New York yesterday, where 
for the last ten days he has been looking 
into the bucket shop and market quotation 
situation, and holding frequent sessions with 
Eastern representatives of the Western 
Union and Postal Telegraph companies. 

Efforts to straighten out the tangle sur- 
rounding the quotation question in this city 
were practically fruitless. 

As covering the points at issue President 
Warren last night made a statement in which 
he said: 

The officials of the telegraph companies 
offered important concessions from their or- 
iginal attitude on Aug. 1 last, but on the 
vital point of the local field we were not able 
to reach an agreement. The Cleveland Tele- 
graph company now affords the only ticker 
service over which Board of Trade quota- 
‘tions are distributed in Chicago. Its policy 
is controlled by the Board of Trade. Through 
it the Board of Trade acquires a position of 
independence in respect to its quotations. 

In our conference the officials of the tele- 
graph companies demanded theright to enter 
the local ticker field in Chicagé. Asthis field 
is not large enough to maintain two ticker 
companies it would mean the extinction of 
the Cleveland Telegraph company and the 
loss of the position of independence which its 
position gives the Board of Trade. 
The present administration would deem 
it extremely unwise to yield this point 
or to agree to any settlement which will not 
make effective and permanent the results for 
which we have been struggling and so nearly 
have attained.”’ 

The special committee of the directory hav- 
ing in charge the quotation matter was in 
session during the afternoon, and unanimous- 
ly indorsed the statement given out by Presi- 
dent Warren. 


GIFTS TO MEDICAL SCHOOL. 


Drs. Quine and Steele Donate $25,000 
Each to College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. 


The College of Physicians and Surgeons 
has been made the beneficiary of two endow- 
ments of $25,000 each, the gifts of Dr. Will- 
lam E. Quine and Dr. D. A. K. Steele. The 
donations come at a time when the college 
can make immediate use of them in the 
establishment of a new library and a mod- 
ern pathological laboratory. Owing to the 
limited quarters of the college the trustees 
have found it necessary to secure rooms at 
the West Division High School, and these 
will be fitted up for library and laboratory 
work without delay.

UNLIKELY TO TRY MITCHELL. 


State’s Attorney Deneen Says Old In- 
dictment Against Him Probably 
Will Be Untouched. 


State’s Attormey Deneen asserted last 
night that it was most improbable the in- 
dicement returned against State Representa- 
tive B. M. Mitchell by a grand jury in 1895 
and subsequently stricken from the docket 
would be reinstated and an effort made to 
prosecute on the old charge. Some comment 
was aroused in political circles yesterday 
by the report that friends of R. C. Busse, the 
defeated candidate, were taking steps to 
bring Mitchell to trial. 

The records of the Criminal Court show 
that Mitchell was Andicted on a charge of 
larceny on Oct. 31f 1895, along with Ernest 
Maller and D. T. Chapin. The case was re- 
moved from the court call on Aug. 7, 1806, 
while Former State’s Attorney Kern was in 
office. The bondsmen were ex-State Sena- 
tor John F. O'Malley and ex-Alderman 
Thomas Little. 

It would be most unusual to take up the 
case,” said State’s Attorney Deneen. “ It 
would seem that the prosecuting witnesses 
must have been fully satisfied before the case 
was stricken off the court calendars. If 
not, they should not have waited five years 
to demand redress. It is most improbable that 
any steps will be taken by us. That would 
look rather like persecution, especially if a 
man’s life since indictment had been cor-

Steamfitters Reject Masters’ Proposi-

DENY $5000 POSTOFFICE THEFT 


Officials Say Rumor of Loss to a Chica- 
go Bank Originated in Accidental 
Cutting of a Package. | 


Rumors were current among the clerks at 
the Chicago Postoffice yesterday that a theft 
of $5,000 had occurred from a registered 
envelope sent to a national bank of Chicago 
from Omaha. It was said that the theft had 
taken place presumably last Thursday night 
at the Postoffice, and that the envelope had 
been pasted up and had reached the bank 
before the theft was discovered. The Post- 
office authorities were said to be keeping the 
theft secret in hope of detecting the thief. 

In view of the fact that a $20,000 express 
package consigned to a local bank had been 
opened only a few months ago and the money 
extracted, also between Omaha and Chicago, 
the story was readily believed by the clerks. 
However, both Inspector Stuart and Night 
Superintendent Marr declared there was no 
truth in it. The latter said the rumor prob- 
ably had started from a $5,000 registered 
package consigned to the Continental Na- 
tional Bank which a clerk accidentally cut 
open. The cut necessitated a special inquiry, 
but it was found that no money had 
removed.

STEAMER’S CREW FIGHTS 
FIRE DURING A HEAVY 
GALE ON LAKE SUPERIOR. 


Captain M. J. Madden and, Men of the 
Lizzie Madden Arrive at Ashland, 
Wis., Safely After Long Struggle 
with Elements. 


Ashland, Wis., Nov. 19.—The steamer Lis- 
zie Madden arrived here badly disfigured by 4 
fire, which started during a tremencous gale 
on Lake Superior on Sunday, and which, for 
a time threatened the steamer with total de- 
struction. 

“It was a life-and-death struggle,“ said 
Captain M. J. Madden, and it is a miracle 
we are not at the bottom of the lake. The 
fact that the fire started when we were 
changing watches is the only thing that 
saved us. The fire was discovered in the 
deckhand’s quarter, and was entinguished 
after a hard fight. No sooner was it under 
control here than it started anew around the 
smokestack and over the boilers. The fire 
ran from one end of the boat to the other, 
but we finally subdued ft. 

We had the Noque Bay and Mautenee in 
tow, but there was such a terrific gale that 
they could not have come alongside had our 
efforts to quench the flames been unsuccess- 
ful. The wind was from the north north- 
east, and we were running with it. As I 
stood on the bridge the boat rolled and 
pitched so that I had to cling to the rail 
with both hands to keep from going over- 
board. The chief engineer and first mate 
were suffocated by the smoke and flames, 
but recovered.”’

Says Christendom Is Divided. 
© next speaker to throw down the gaunt- 
let to the Church of Rome was the Rev. Dr. 
C. W. Drees of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in South America, who, in discussing 
the ending of Spanish power in the Western 
hemisphere, said. 

A former speaker has said a condition 
where half of the world is pagan and the 
other half Christian cannot endure long. 
The same can be said with as much truth 
of a state of affairs where Christendom is 
divided into two great camps, with Protes- 
tantism on one side and Greek and Roman 
Catholicism on the other. The time is upon 
us “when anew the questions which appeared 
in the Protestant reformation will begin to 
agitate the world, and demand to be pushed 
to their final issue. After slumbering for 
four centuries these self-same questions 
were awakened through the last act of in- 
famy of the Pontiff in declaring himself in- 
fallible. Within twenty-four hours after 
that blasphemous declaration had been writ- 
ten on the triple crown of Rome the Prus- 
sian armies invaded Catholic France. Forty- 
five days later the battle of Sedan was 
fought, with Protestant Prussia the victor, 
and twenty days had only elapsed when the 
united armies entered the Holy City where 
the Pope held sway, bringing with them cart- 
loads of Bibles.

Links Spain and the Church. 

The Roman Church at one time held sway 
everywhere, but now both that church and 
Spanish domination have fallen off their high 
pedestals. When Spain is arraigned the 
Roman Catholic Church should be arraigned 
with that power as corespondent. Ever since 
Isabella signed away the liberty of Spain to 
the Pope there has been an illegitimate 
alliance between statecraft and priestcraft 
against human liberty and human progress.“ 

Tremendous applause followed this denun- 
ciation.

Bishop Hartzell spoke on Africa, 
which is his field. The Rev. W. F. Oldham re- 
viewed the various vexing problems con- 
nected with the work of the domestic mis- 
sions. The Rev. W. Gamewell, professor of 
natural science in the University of Pekin, 
who was in the British Legation during the 
siege, told in graphic languagé of the siege 
and the relief.

CHARITY BUREAU 


CENTRALIZED. 


Changes Made at Annual Meet- 


ing Intended to Give More 
Unity in Its Work. 


HAS NEW CONSTITUTION. 


All Money to Be Collected and 
Disbursed by the Main 
Body in Future. 


DIRECTORS ARE CHOSEN. 


Under the new constitution adopted by the 
Chicago Bureau of Charities at its annual 
meeting yesterday afternoon that organi- 
zation becomes a more centralized body. 
The change is expected to be productive of 
even more effective and systematic work 
than in the past. 

In the future all money will be coll ‘by 
the central organization, instead of the 
eleven district organizations, and much con- 
fusion will be avoided. All disbursements 
will be made by the central treasurer. The 
money collected by the district bureaus will 
be for particular cases, and in mall amounts. 

The only proposed change which was not 
adopted related to a reduction in the number 
of directors. As this change would result in 
the elimination of a number of persons who 
have long been eng in the work, it was 
decided to retain the old number of directors.

For Non-Sectarian Charity. 


Members of the clergy from the differ- 
ent denominations in Chicago met yesterday 
in The Association Building to consider 
methods for the organization of a non-sec- 
} tarian federation for philanthropic work. 
No permanent organization was effected, but 
a tenative plan for such an organization de- 
veloped from the discussion. The name 
proposed for the new organization is the 
Federation of Religious Workers, but an- 
other may be selected when a permanent 
organization is effected. 

It is planned to divide the city into dis- 
tricts, and those assigned to the districts 
will be expected to familiarize themselves 
with the conditions existing. Conditions of 
life will be studied, and facts secured for 
religious work. The scheme is similar to 
those followed in New York and other cities. 

Professor Charles R. Henderson of the 
University of Chicago was appointed chair- 
man of the committee which will have 
charge of the executive work of the society 
until a permanent organization is formed. 
He will select his own assistants, and pro- 
pose a constitution and nominate a set of 
officers at the next meeting. 


RANSOM OPPOSES A PROTEST. 


Colored Pastor Fears His People Would 
Be Misunderstood if They Hold 
Anti-Lynching Meeting. | 


The colored people of the city are having 
difficulty in determining whether they shall 
hold a@ mass-meeting to protest against the 
Colorado lynching. The Men’s club of the 
Institutional Church took up the movement, 
but their plan meets disapproval. 

The Rev. Reverly C. Ransom, pastor of the 
church, is opposed to the idea. He said: “I 
have come to believe that these meetings of 
colored people to protest against such out- 
rages of law and order do not have the effect 
they should. There seems to be an impres- 
sion that the colored people are condoning 
the offense of the man who was punished. 

There is not a colored person worth lis- 
tening to who will not denounce the criminal 
as white peopledo. But since these meetings 
are apt to create a division of sentiment to- 
ward the race, and as there is little to be 
gained by having these public expressions, I 
am to them.” 

At the Methodist ministers’ meeting yes- 
terday resolutions were adopted denouncing 
the lynching of the colored boy in Colorado 
and asking Congress to pass laws that will 
insure the safety of all accused persons till 
they have fair trials.

HIGH PRAISE FOR? 


ISEFOR TOBACCO 


ys It Contributes to the Comfort and 
Solace of the Human Race—Denies 
Right te Held the Cigaret Not an 
Article of Commerce to Be Regu- 
lated by the State — Tennessee 
Right to Regulate the Importation 
of the Goods Is Upheld. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—The United 
States Supreme Court today rendered an 
opinion in the case of William B. Austin 
versus The State of Tennessee, upholding the 
validity of the State law regulating the sale 
of cigarets. The law was attacked as an in- 
fringement of the right of Congress to regu- 
late interstate commerce. The notable 
feature of the decision was the opinion of 
Justice Brown as to the merits of tobacco 
and cigarets. 

The Tennessee court had held that cigarets 
are not an article of commerce. With this 
view Justice Brown took issue, and he de- 
livered quite a dissertation upon the subject. 
Whatever was an object of barter and sale 
was, he sald, an agticle of commerce and must 
be so recognized. Tobacco had been such an 
article for 400 years. It had been made the 
subject of taxation, and, indeed, had become 
more widely scattered than any other 
vegetable. 

Comforts the Human Race., 

Probably, the Justice added, no other veg- 
etable had contributed so much to the com- 
fort and solace of the human race. This be- 
ing the case, it was entirely beyond bounds 
to say that tobacco was not an article of 
commerce. He then took notice of the claim 
that cigarets were an especially harmful 
form of tobacco, and while he conceded that 
this might be the case, he remarked that this 
claim was of comparatively recent origin. 
Still he held that cigarets were as much a sub- 
ject of State regulation as liquor, and he 
further held that while no State law could 
prohibit importation in original packages, ft 
was entirely competent for a Legislature to 
regulate the sale because of general belief 
in the deleterious effect of the article. 

The Tennessee Supreme Court upheld the 
law, and today’s decision sustained that 
verdict, though not without disapproval of 
some of the positions taken, and then upon 
a narrow margin, four out of nine members 
joining in a dissenting opinion, and another 
member of the court (Justice White) placing 
his assent upon grounds different from those 
announced by Justice Brown, who handed 


down the opinion. 
Question of “ Original Packages.” 


The case w out of the importation of 
cigarets 1 from North Carolina. 
They were taken into the State in the ordi- 
nary sized cigaret packages, about two by 
four inches, and these packages were loosely 
thrown into baskets which were uncovered. 
The claim was made that these cigaret pack- 
ages were what is known to the law as orig- 
inal packages, but, without clearly defining 
an original package, the court held that it 
was clear that such packages could not be 80 
considered. 

Justice Brown, in passing upon the case, 
said that the packages were obviously made 
up with the view of evading the law, and as 
he spoke he held one of the little cigaret 
cases up to the view of his auditors. On this 
point the decision of the State court, to the 
effect that the packages were not original, 
was confirmed fully. 

There was a dissenting opinion by Justice 
Shiras, in which the Chief Justice and Jus- 
tices Brewer and Peckham joined. They 
based their dissent upon the theory that Con- 
gress has exclusive control of interstate 
commerce. 4

Three More Engine Companies Are Soon 
to Be Added to Chief Swenie’s 
Force. 


Chlcago's Fire department will be increased 
soon by three new engine companies, which 
will be known as companies 88, 89, and 90. 
The first will be stationed at Mayfair, the 
second at 8600 West Sixtieth street, and the 
third on Goose Island, where the Armour 
Packing company has built a new engine- 
house. The other companies will be housed 
in frame buildings erected by the city, which 
will be ready for occupancy in December.

But are you going to have them force the 
nomination on you, or will you go after a 
few delegates yourself?“ was asked. 

“I will have to get some delegates myself 
in order to encourage them, will I not?’ 
asked Mr. Boldenweck. “It would not be 
right for me to ask them to do all the work.” | 

The delegates: Mr. Boldenweck expects to 
get are those from the Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-sixth, the old Lake View wards. 
That is his home, and in the comity of poli- 
tics, he being a declared candidate, there is 
but little chance of any fight being made on 
him there. As he is in accord with the party 
machinery there without a fight he is likely 
to get them, or most of them, for the asking. 
Whether his friends can bring in enough 
other delegates from the South and West. 
Sides to nominate him is, of course, another 


story. 
Backed by Lorimer. 

That Messrs. Lorimer, Jamieson, et al. are 
encouraging Mr. Boldenweck in his ambition 
to get the nomination for Mayor is generally 
acknowledged. His ability to bring in the 
Lake View wards is a strong recommenda- | 
tion in their eyes, as with the delegates from 
those wards on their side they will have the 
delegation from the North Side split, and it 
has been the North Side representation in 
Republican conventions which has always 
been the thorn in the side of the local ma- 
chine. With this delegation split it might be 
possible to make trades on the floor of the 
convention in favor of some favorite candi- 
date to be sprung perhaps at the last mo- 
ment, while with the delegation as a unit the 
Republican candidate for Mayor would prob- 
ably be named without the politicians in 
question having anything to say about it. 


Mayor’s Friends Advise Him. 


Democratic politics took a new turn yes- 
terday, when Mayor Harrison's friends went 
to him and urged the importance, if he hoped 
to be elected again, of uniting the Demo- 
cratic vote. He was told there was prac- 
tically no chance of getting Republican 
votes, as he did two years ago, to help him 
out, and if he was to succeed himself his 
only chance lay in getting all the Demo- 
crats on his side, a thing which he misses 
now by something like 30 per cent. 

The Mayor took the matter under advise- 
ment and promised to talk with some of his 
enemies in his own party, but the tip given 
out at the City Hall was that it would be 
impossible to reconcile the warring wings of 
the party, as both of them, warned by bitter 
experience, would refuse to put any con- 
fidence in any promises which might be made 
to them.

YATES AT THE CROSS-ROADS. 

All eyes are turned .toward Governor- 
elect Yates at the present time. The 
people of this State are anxious to know 
exactly what kind of administration he 
is likely to give them. Whatever doubt 
may still be enfertained an this subject will 
be dissipated during the next few days. 
Within that time it will be known whether 
Governor Yates will or will not attempt 
to organize both branches of the Legislature 
in such a way as practically to perpetuate 
the Tanner régime. Should that happen 
the people will look for little improvement 
in the administration over that of the last 
few years, and at the end of the new Gov- 
ernor’s term they will have no greater rea- 
son to be satisfied with their experiment 
in Republican government than they are 


other hand, the new Governor shall remit 
to. the Legislature the daty of making the 
laws and shall content himself with ap- 
proving or yetoing them, and enforcing 
them when enacted, and also with adminis- 


tering the State institutions in such a man- 


ner as to meet the approval of the people, 
he will be stronger at the end of four years 


than at present. 
So far as appointments are concerned, 


the Governor will fix his status in the popu- 


lar estimation with the first important 
nominations made. When the new mem- 
bers of the Railway and Warehouse com- 
mission, the new trustees of State insti- 
tutions, and especially the new members 
of the West and North Park boards in 
Chicago are named, the people will be able 
to determine at once whether they are to 
have an administration for politics only 
or an administration for the public good. If 
the Governor is wise he will choose for 
members of the park boards men of such 
éminence and standing that no one can 
cavil at their appointment. What the 
people wish to have is the appointment of 
capable, efficient business-men, who will 
permit no political considerations what- 
ever to stand in the way of the proper ad- 
ministration of these great pleasure grounds, 
It would be easy td name men who could 
serve worthily as Park Commissioners or 
as trustees of public State institutions, or 
as members of the Railway and Warehouse 
board; but the naming of any particular 
man would stand-in the way of his ap- 
pointment. . It would be said that an ef- 
fort was being made to dictate to the 
Governor. No such purpose is felt in any 
quarter. It is the desire of the party which 
elected Governor Yates that he should pro- 
ceed, unhampered, with extreme care, in 
the making of all these appointments and 
should be influenced by no other considera- 
tions than the publie good in making them. 
He should know within the party neither 
Trojan nor Tyrian. 

It is to be hoped that the friends of the 
Governor will surround him and impress 
upon him the absolute necessity, if he wishes 
to maintain his reputation as a public man, 
of cutting loose from all factions and cliques 
which there may be within the party and 
asserting himself as the sole judge of what 
is best for the public service. Especially 


is it to be hoped he will not entangle him- 
| self at the beginning of his term by at- 


tempting to organize both Houses of the 
Legislature. That can be done only by 


putting himself under obligations to one 


faction and arraying himself, probably, 
against a majority of the party. —

THE SHIPPING SUBSIDY BILL CAN WAIT. 
A Washington correspondent says a stéry 
has been current in that city for several 
days that the President is as much op- 
posed to the ship subsidy bill as to the 
proposed restriction of Southern representa- 
tion.” If this be so the President has 
changed his views quite recently. In his 
letter of acceptance, written last Septem- 
ber, he said we ought to build in American 
shipyards and own and run with Ameri- 
ean sailors the ships which do our carrying 
trade with the world. He also quoted a 
passage from his last annual message, in 
which he said: “ There is no lack of con- 
stitutional authority for legislation which 
shall give the country maritime strength 
commensurate with its industrial achieve 
ments.” 

The President may have changed his 
mind. He may have concluded; in view 
of the unprecedented activity of American 
shipyards, that the “ maritime strength ” 
he desires may come without legislation 
and without taxation. If American ships 
can be built and run without subsidies, so 
much the better. 

The President of the International Navi- 
gation company is a firm believer in a 
subsidy bill which will put much money 
in the treasury of his company, but he 
admits that the tendency toward ship- 
building, even though no subsidies are paid, 
has been so strong that in. the present 
fiscal year 250,000 tons of steel steamships 
will be launched in the United States. That 
is the result of the cheaper price of steel 
and the greater efficiency of American ship- 
yards. 

There are now building‘near New Lon- 
don, Conn., some immense iron steamships 
for the Great Northern railway, to be used 
in the Asiatic trade. They will be of 20,000 
tons register, will have a speed of fourteen 
knots, and are intended chiefly for cargo 
vessels. Their total cost will be about 
$5,000,000. President Hill prefers Ameri- 
ean-built vessels not because he looks for 
a subsidy but because he can get what he 
needs on better terms in this country than 
elsewhere. As he is willing to run Ameri- 
ean-built ships without a subsdy and with- 
out fear of loss, it is not necessary to thrust 
a subsidy upon him. 

It will be prudent and business-like to 
wait for a year in order to ascertain wheth- 
er the maritime strength” of the United 
States will not develop rapidly now that 
the cause of its decay is disappearing.

The Newport bank is a 
small one, but Assistant Cashier Brown hae 
been able to make away with $200,000 dur- 
ing the last ten years, at which time it is 
believed his frauds began. 

The responsibility for so large an em- 
bezzlement, carried on through so many 
years, falls directly on the President and 
directors. They committed the unpardona- 
ble mistake of reposing unlimited confidence 
for an indefinite length of time in an em- 
ploy6. Brown had been in the employ of 
the bank for eight years before he begun 
stealing. His honest service during that 
time entitled him to be considered a trust- 
worthy employé, but it did not free the 
bank officers from the duty of finding out 
at the end of every twelve or six months 
period whether he remained a trustworthy 
employé. 

Now that Brown’s dishonesty has come 
to light, it is said that for some time he 
has been extravagant in his personal habits; 
that he has been spending money on women 
and the racetrack. The bank officers, who 
should have been the first to know of all 
this, were the last to do so. Or, if they did 
hear reports about Brown's fast life, they 
refused to believe anything to the discredit 
of a “ trusted employé.” 

Trust is as necessary in a bank as in every 
other business. ‘The employer who has con- 
fidence in none of his employés, and spends 
his time in adopting precautions against 
their cheating him, leads an uncorhfortable 
life, gets poor service, and is sometimes 
cheated in spite of his precautions. The 
sensible banker or other employer reposes 
trust in men who have been honest in the 
past, but he does not do so indefinitely. 
Every now and then he makes a few in- 
quiries to ascertain whether it is safe to 
renew that trust for another term. 


A TAX FOR ART. 

It is proposed by the Chicago Art as- 
sociation that a tax of one mill on the 
dollar be levied in Chicago, the money 
so raised to be spent by the Art Institute 
in educating the public in art ideals. The 
object is a worthy one. The higher the 
public ideals in art matters the more 
strenuous wil] be the demand for greater 
beauty and artistic symmetry in public 
works and public improvements of all kinds. 
An increased appreciation of “the good, 
the true, and the beautiful” on the part 
of the masses of the people would also doubt- 
less have its effect on the homes of the 
people and on all manner of private under- 
takings. Under somé circumstances the 
proposed tax, which is not large, would 
meet with general support. Unfortunately, 
such conditions do not now exist. 

Taxes in Chicago are already higher 
than they should be, while public improve- 
ments of an absolutely necessary character 
are left practically undone on the pretext 
that funds are lacking. At the present time 
and in Chicago, at least, the art which is 
most needed is that which will properly 
pave, clean, and light the streets and alleys 
and guard the lives and property of its 
citizens from violence. Before the city 
undertakes to educate its people in the 
higher branches of art it should first make 
the-surroundings in which they live decent- 
ly clean and reasonably safe. So long 
as the real estate owners of the city pay 
out in taxes so large a part of the income 
from their property and so long as the city 
authorities declare that the money at their 
disposal is not sufficient to pay for municipal 
necessities, municipal art, it is feared, must 
remain on the list of things wished for but 
not yet attainable.

Congratulations, however, 
do not seem to be in order. Certainly there

MEN AND WOMEN IN FRANCE. 


The women of, France have sufficient 
cause for rejoicing, which is more than 
can be said for some of the men of France, 
Heretofore the average ch woman has 
been regarded merely as a gay, frivolous 
creature who sets the fashions for the fem- 
inine world, but recent events indicate that 
France as well 


there is a new woman in 
as in England or the United States. The 
French woman has recently been admitted 


to the practice of medicine. Still more 
recently the Senate has granted her the 
right of acting as advocate in the courts, and 
although the masculine lawyers are oppos- 
ing the grant of this privilege it is con- 
fidently believed that it will not be long 
before she will appear in the halls of 
justice. Having succeeded thus far in 
medicine and law she is looking for other 
fields of action and has begun a campaign 
for admission to the academy. This would 
be a most radical departure, but she at 
least can claim that her qualifications are 
as well grounded as those of men. There 
may uot be at present any Mmes. Adam 
or George Sands, but neither are there 
Victor Hugos, Lamartines, Saint Beuves, 
or Berangers. The literary current in 
France just now is running so feebly that 
it would not jar upon the proprieties to 
admit women to the academy. Among 
contemporary French women and men there 
are quite as many female as male immor- 
tals. 

While the women of Frauee are thus jubi- 
lant over new avenues opening up to them 
on the eve of the new century, some of 
the men of France look forward with 
trepidation to a new danger which menaces 
them. For several years past the annual 
statistics have shown that the population 
of France is retrograding. Marriages are 
not fruitful and, worse than that, the num- 
ber of divorces increases each year at an 
alarming rate. Deaths now exceed births 
annually, and France is falling far behind 
all other European nations in this feature 
of vital statistics. To overcome these 
alarming conditions various schemes have 
been devised in the past, the most alluring 
of which was the offer of rewards and prizes 
for the largest families, but none of them 
has been of any avail. To arrest the de- 
population of France a member of Par- 
liament has introduced an elaborate meas- 
ure which has already aroused furious op- 
position in Paris, as its penalties fall most. 
heavily upon men. Not content with in- 
creasing the rewards for large families, he 
has offered a double scheme of taxation. 
First, he would tax husbands who, after 
a specified ‘ime, have no children—a scheme 
which, if it could be carried out, would be 
not only an unfair discrimination, but would ' 
tend to increase the number of divorces in 
alarming fashion, and thus tend to undo 
all the measure proposes to gccomplish. 
Second, he would levy a special annual 
tax upon bachelors. This sort of taxation 
or sumptuary legislation has several times 
been seriously proposed in this country, but 
no Legislature has yet had the courage 
to make such a law in the face of rapidly 
increasing voluntary spinsterhood. Even 
should the measure be enacted in France 
it will have little effect, as the tax proposed 
is sO small that bachelors will not consider 
it a hardship, as compared with the risks 
they would take in turning Benedicts. 
Evidently the social economists of France 
have not yet found the right remedy for 
the growing depopulation. If they would 
go deeper and examine the formation and 
administration of the family and the dif- 
ficulties with which marriages are beset 
as compared with those in Great Britain 
and Germany, for instance, and the ab- 
sence of incentives in the career of their 
young men, they might get nearer to actual 
reasons. |

Geese worth nearly $2,000,000 are sold an- 
nually in Berlin alone, the wholesale price 
ranging from 43 to 60 cents each. Germany, 
unable to supply its own geese, imports 15,- 
000 daily from Russia in specially construct- 
ed goose trains of from fifteen to forty cars. 
Sanitary officers inspect the freight, sending 
the fat ansérs to the market to be sold, and 
the lean ones to the farms to be “ condi- 
tloned.“ One sick goose puts a whole car- 
load in quarantine for eight days, and a 
dead goose extends the period eight days 
more, the cost, some $476, being charged to 
the owner.—New York Press.

FROWNS ON ALL POOLS. 


Deny the Report T 


Committees Act With 
Board’s Sanction. 


The Interstate Commerce commission, 
which began its first of a series of local ses- 
sions in the Monadnock Building yesterday, 
has under consideration the investigation of 
alleged Ate cutting by railroads in favor 
of the elevator men. Individual shippers 
have complained to the commission that own- 
ers of big blocks of grain stored in elevators 
secure rebates which make, competition by 
the smaller dealer impossible. 

Among the witnesses who probably will 
be summoned will be ex-County Commis- 
sioner Henry Hemmelgatn, a grain com- 
mission merchant. 

“We have not decided bh a distinct line 
of investigation, but we 1 summon wit- 
nesses and learn what We can as to the 
truth of these charges,” said Chairman 
Knapp last night. We bably shall be 
in session two days here and will go from 
here to Washington.“ 


Commission 
“ There is no truth whatever in the reports 


‘recently circulated that the Interstate 


Commerce commission ever approved the 
formation of the Western freight commit- 
tees, said C Knapp during a recess 
in the meeting. In answer to the question 
whether railroad pools will be investigated 
during the present session, Mr. Knapp said: 
“I do not care to say anything as to that.“ 

It is generally understood that the commis- 
sion proposes to find out whether the West- 


ern freight committees are such pools as 
are prohibited by the interstate commerce 


law before the end of the year. Former 
Judge Day, the attorney of the commission, 
was asked whether the so-called physical 
division of traffic or the maintenance of 
blind pools was forbidden by the iater- 
state commerce law. In reply he said: 
The best answer to that is the law itself. 
ll be unlaw- 
ful for any common carrier, subject to the 
provisions of this act, enter into any 
contract or. combination with any other 
common carrier or carriers, as the pooling 
of freight of different or competing rail- 
roads, or to décide between them the cggre- 
gate or net proceeds of the earnings of such 
railroads ov any portion thereof, and In 
any case of an agreement for the pooling of 
freights as aforesaid, each day of its contin- 
uance shall be deemed a separate offense.’ ”’ 
Several Complaints Submitted. 
The commission met in the United States 
Circuit Court room in the Monadnock Build- 
ing in the morning and first took up the com- 
plaint of Spencer E. Carr, against the North- 
ern Pacific railroad. Carr was a traveling 
salesman and had a private car fitted up with 
samples. His agreement with the railroad 
was that it haul the car from St. Paul to 
Portland, at a rate of fifteen regular first- 
class through fares, with stop-over privi- 
leges. Subsequently the railroad refused ‘to 
haul this car at through rate, but demanded 
that he pay the rate of fifteen local fares 
between all points where he stopped. The 
railroad company's answer was that the car 
carried freight, as well . passengers, and 


that it was not a common carrier of private 
cars. 
Chairman Knapp said if the contention of 
Spencer E. Carr against the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad is upheld by the commission 
it will revolutionize the method of selling 
goods in the United States. 

Five other cases were presented by 0. G. 
Freeman of Pontiac, ich., against the 
Grand Rapids and Indiana, Grand Trunk, and 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western rail- 
roads, forming the Great Eastern fast 
freight line. His complaint is that it has 
been impossible for him to secure a refund 
for overcharges in shipment of potatoes, the 
railroads denying individual responsibility 
and the Great Eastern line claiming it had no 
legal responsibility. 


East-Bound Freight Shipments. 
East-bound freight shipments from Chi- 
cago by the all-rail lines last week suffered 


another serious decrease, grain shipments | 


from Chicago being 250,000 bushels lighter 
than for the week previous. The so-called 
weak lines are still carrying the bulk of the 
business. This is taken as a sure indication 
of rate cutting.
